Board of Tradé 
Banquet 


An audience of close to 200 peopie 
listened to addresses by Hon. Perrin 
Baker, Minister of EMtucation, and Dr. 
Wwilace; President of the University, 


at the Board of Trade banquet on 
Friday evening. 
A eplendid musical program by 


Miss Helen Barbour and Mr. John 
MacDonald entertained the diners, 
while they disposed of the bounteous 
repast provided by the ladies of St. 
Andrew’s Church. Solos by Miss 
Sime and Mr. R. Rhind were also 
mich appreciated. Nov. 30th being 
St. Andrew’s Day, Rev. D. B. Lay- 


ton proposed a toast to Scotiand’s 
patron Saint. 
The Chairman, Mr. E. H. Jones, 


then asked Mr. G. E. Delong to in- 
troduce Miss Nellie Crawford and 
Miss Margaret Roper, the two young 
ladies who won, together with other 
prizes, the free trip to Toronto Fair, 
at the Swine Chub competition held in 
Calgary, recently. Mr. Delong paid 
high tribute to Mr. Gavin Barbour, 
their coach, who is engaged in swine 
promotion work in Abberta, and an 
outstanding live stock man, and ‘who 
is not only able to pick good animals, 
but is able also to pick good girls.’’ 
The young ladies and Mr. Barbour 
were asked to stand and receive the 
plaudits of the gathering, for their 
remarkable achievements, 

Mr. Barbour expressed appreciation 
on behalf of himself and the girls 
who had been in the club only three 
seasons. Jt was teamwork on the 
part of the girls and the support of 
the entire club which made their vic- 
tory possible, said Mr. Barbour. 

Hon. Perrin Baker, upon being in- 
troduced, remarked upon the ability 
of the local Board of Trade in being 
able to assemble such a large repres- 
entative gathering, and also com- 
mended the girls on their fine work. 

Proceeding to outline the proposed 
revision of the School Act, which he 
said weuld have to do only with rural 
schools, Mr. Baker mentioned three 
phases in the problem of education. 
A sufficient number of schools to give 
our young people as good an educa- 
tion as we can; As fair a distribution 
of the burden as can be affected, and 
the one big problem of the quality of 
the training that shall be given the 
children when they are in school, this 
latter problem depending upon the 
quality of the teacher. Mr. Baker 
feels that in none of these respects 
are we doing as well as could be done. 

Although operation of our schools 
has improved and 90 p.c. of them are 
open for at least eight months of the 
year, yet there still remains the short 
term of school. Towns, villages and 
cities are bearing the brunt of sevc- 
ondary education, and neither is 
the ‘brunt of primary’ educa- 
tion equally distributed. Under the 
system now in operation a man _ in 
one district may be paying school tax- 
es at the rate of three mills, while the 
same sort of man in another district 
is being charged 70 mills. It is an 
injustice to have one district paying 
more than another. 

Schools are continually being man- 
ned by young teachers just out cf 
Normal: some of them do good work, 
hut there is nct sufficient supervis- 
ion to give inexperienced teachers 
the help needed. Also the rural 
schools are constantly losing the best 
teachers. Every year there are at 
least 700 positions to be filled. Not 
only are the best teachers lost, but 
there is no way of eliminating the 
unfit. The teacher who does not make 
a success in one school merely applies 
for another school the next year. The 
only way of eliminating inefficients 
at present is that the Minister shall 


cancel their certificates, which is 
pretty drastic. 
Then again there is no way of 


bringing intelligence to bear in the 
placing of teachers. Some _ schools 
being more difficult to manage than 
other schools, need a teacher who is 
strong on discipline, but all the local 
board have to choose from is a sheaf 
of applications which do not tell them 
much about the dispositions of the 
various applicants. How solve’ the 
problem of placing teachers with 2800 
school boards looking for teachers? 
And how retain the kind of teacher 
pou want when there is no prospect 
of getting more than $1000.00 salary 
after teaching ten years? There is 
to the root of the matter and making 
vital changes in the system of admin- 
istration which we have inherited.

sdhools we have inherited from our 
fathers do not meet the need of the 
present day. It is not good enough 
to trust our children to a continual 
stream of inexperienced and immat- 
ure people,’’ said Mr. Baker. 

A hearty ovation greeted Dr. Wal- 
lace as he arose aftér being introduc- 
ed by the COhtirman. Dr. Wallace 
struck a high note of idealism and in- 
spiration in his address, stressing the 
fact that there should be developed 
in our boys and girls a taste for the 
finer things of life. There comes to 
all of us times when we are thrown 
back upon our resources said Dr. Wal- 
lace and we should be able to use that 
time ito advantage. If we cannot 
revel in some mental form of beauty, 
music, literature, ant, or nature, then 
we are not educated. In illustration 
of his point, Dr. Wallace referred to 
Earl Grey, who is familiar with all 
bird life, and Ool. Roosevelt who was 
so well acquainted with all bird life, 
spendimg a week together studying 
and talking of birds, then going back 
to the affairs of state well refreshed. 
Students who attend the higher in- 
stitutions of learnimg would not only 
attain to these things, but gain a 
practical knowledge of what is going 
on in research work both in and out 
of the province. 

Dr. Wallace also emphasized the 
importance of having teachers with 
a good personality, as they leave the 
greatest influence upon the lives of 
their pupils. Greatt people who have 
influenced us in life have said very 
little, but we knew what they would 
do said the speaker.:
